Be asserted that tho 
Judge disniased o juror who know PAUL RUBIO, trelve yesre age and who had 
said that he vould not be biased, Ho aguerted thet the Communist Party Leaders 
wera indicted because they tried to organise a political party. 


Tho Informant went on to relate that Dostar F. .TLGON aleo asserted that he 
did nob like the Atomio Bomb and indleated that he did not like bib white 
people, 

The Informant also assorted theb MOWASD A. GIMMONS was intraduced te the 
audience by TUACY DOLL, who stated that thay wanted to got SIAMONI in effice 
66 thoy vould not have te pay so much to get cases indisted in thoir favor,

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Monday, fpril 4, 1949 


Well, I am glad’ to be back home from the Civil Rights 
Congress conference and the ‘psychopaths. 


Last Friday, iprail 1, I started from Muskegon to Detroit 
end arrived in Letroit at 4°00 T.M, I went to see PHIL SCH..TZ, the 
Communist [arty state committce member. He was all alone in his epart-e 
ment at 8633 Linwocd gvenue sé we just talked cbout what the liuskegon 
Communist Farty club was doing. He asked me how many people were coming 
to this conference from Muskegon. I tcld him only 2 cthers were coming, 
jm@uco Tse] representing Iv0 Russian Lodge 3041 and MARION MEZYNSKI 
representing the Tolish TWO brancb but our Cr club members coulc not come. 
Some of them are not working and have no money and others just couldn't 
represent the club alone and they couldn't come either. Then we just 
talked about the Communist Party and the progress it is making at the Ford 
Motor Compeny's plants. From the way THIL SCHATZ was talking, I gathered 
they did not make very much heacway in getting new readers for the Worker. 
Then his wife came in anc we left for the Music Hall where the Civil Rights 
Congress mass meeting was held. : 


I saw IGNATZ W¥SOZiN and HARICN MEZYNSKI with TONY BABES. 
They sew me and we just said hello. Tony BABES was a member of the 
Muskogon Communist Clud up to 1940 and then he went to Detroit. He is 
now working for the J, L. Hudson Company department store as a maintenance 
earpenter. He is still a member of the Communist Farty at betroit. 


Then the all negro orchestra started to nlay and we went 
in. By 8:30 P.M, the mein floor of the ilusic Hall was 2/3rds filled, 
There was no one in the balcony and only 5 people in cone box. I could 
only estimate that there was about 1200 peorle in all. 40% of them were 
negroes, 40% Jewish and the other 20% were mixed Polish, Russian and other 
nationaliticos. I was sitting across the aisle from STANLEY NcVuiK, the 
Stete Senator, and we talked for awhile about Nuskegon end then JACK 
SKIN came on the stage snc introduced TRACY DCLL, the state representative 
as master of ceremonies. 


TRACY OCLL gave a talk on the carly days of the Us sit 
down strikes and the struggle they put up to organize the Uj" with the 
help of JOHN L. LEVIS. DCLL said, I was alweys an ardent admirer of JCHN L- 
and T did not change my opinion of him until he came out egainst FOR but, 
DOLL said, old JOHN L. is still fighting fcr Civil Rights for the coal 
miners end the UY. S. Government did not dare to put him in jail because 
JCHN L. LEVIS has got all the coal miners bchind him. DOLL said, and if 
we , the laboring people dontt unite and stand benind those 11 Communists 
who are on trial in New York, and if they are railroaded, then no union nor 
eny other organization will be safe. Those indictments are against the 


ee ee 
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working peoplic, to bust their unions and not to sutlaw the Communist 
Party. only the people can outlaw any political party and not the grand 
juries or judges. 


Then DCLL talked on government violation cf the civil 
rights of the negrces because it is not doin: anything to stop the 
lynching in the south. Then DCLL introduced MAURICE SUG/Z as the next 
speaker, 


MAU ICE SUG. thon told about the trial of the 11 top - 

' Gcmmunist [arty officers and how Jucge HEDINA was conducting the trial, 
that the attorneys for the defense could not even question the pres»vective 
jurors but had te sive questions to the judse in writing and Judre MEDINA 
then asked the jurors the questions but put different meanings in those 
questions. Then SUG.R saic, I would like te tell you more about those 
court questicns but I dontt think J will have time to tell you all that 
has gone on sc far. Then SUGAR said, dontt put too much hope in the jury. 
We, the defense atterneys did not have very much choice in picking the 
jury and with the way Judge MEDINA is running the court don't pin too much 
hope. Then §uUGAN told about the secret courts of the Spanish inquisition 
and how the U. S. scevernment is the bigeest discrimination practicing body. 
In fact, he said, ali discrimination comes down from all the governing bodies, 
the city governments, the state scvernments and the national government and 
only the people themselves can stop negro discriminetion by telling the 
Congress and by Cemanling of those governing bodies that they onforce the 
United States Constitution. 


SUG; saic, write to ir. TRUIMN and 2ttorney General CILJRK 
asking them to ston those phony indictments azeinst the 12 Communists anc 
throw the case out of court becausc those men are not charged with any crime. 
They are not charged with trying to overthrow the United States Government, 
they are not charred with advoccting or teaching how to overthrow the United 
States Government, they are charged with forming a political party based on 
Marxism and Leninism. Then SUG told about the books in public libraries 
and that the books which iU.RX and LENIN wrote are in those librarics. SUGIJR 
said, if I five you a book and tell you tc reac it for your own information 
that is not a crime but if I give you a book and tell you to read it and use 
the knowledge from it, then that is a crime and that is what those indictments 
ere, just technicel wordings anc those 12 men are charged twice not once. 
They are chargec with teaching communism and they are charged with being 
Communists anc the Government can send them to jail on both counts. Then 
SUGAR told more about Judze MEDINA, tat the judge is not impartial and 
not fair and SUGAR was urging the peorle to sign their nemes to a large 
facsimile of 4 postcard that was on the stage and which is to be sent to 
Mr. TRURLAN. 
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Then TRACY DCLL introduced FETE SEZGER anc. his guitar. He 
was playing ani singing union and old I)" songs and the audience sang with 
him. PETE SERGE? was doing the same thing in the “ALLACE for [resident 
campaign. | 


Then DULL introduced WILLI/M TPATTERSCN, the national 
Civil Rights Congress Secretary (He is a necro). PATTERSON then went 
into his act Like any good negro preacher would. He was talking about 
negro discrimination in the south, about the six negroes who were sen— 
tenced to death at Trenton, New Jersey, ana the crimes that the KKK 
i and the white men have ccomaitted. against the negroes. This fellow 
PATTERSON is a regular rabble rouser, praying, crying, shouting, and 
calling for justice for the negroes. Then he told how TRUMAN failed 
to carry out his promises tc the people, those promises that he was 
| elected cn, the FEIC and the Civil Rights. He saic, Mr. TRUMAN made 
all thoge promises but he did not intend to kcep them. ‘hen the Civil 
rights question was debated TUMAN went to Florida on purpose so he 
coulc say the Republicans filibustered it to death.

Then FATTERSCN agein told the story about the 6 nesroes 
at Trenton who are awaiting execution and that they are innocent nen, 
Then he shouted again for justice for all tne people black and white. 
Then,, YATTERSCN said we are going to fight for cur civil rights and we 
are going to carry the case of the 11 Communists who are on trial in 
New York to the highest court in the land but, he saic, that costs 
money and plenty of money but the price is not too great to pay for our 
freedom, so how many people in this house have got a “100 bill to pay for his 
freedom and so we can fight the civil richts cases in the Supreme Court. 
Let's sce the hands with a “10C bill. There was a pause but no one raised 
his hand with “100. FATTERSCN said, well, maybe 3100 is too much. Let's see . 
how many have got “5C. If you haven't got that much with you the ushers 
have blank checks that you can fill out and they have pledge cards on which 
you can pledge the amount you want and pay it later. Again no one saic 
anything or made a move. Then TATTERSCN said, well, I know scme have been 
laid off in the plants but you still have “10 in your pockets so Gig it out 
ana hold it up. 


IGNATZ WYSCZAN yelled, I got 310, the TC lodge sent it here 
from Muskeron. Then several others raised their hands with “10 bills. 
| some were from individuals, some were from union groups. 4 Dodge 
| Local No. 2 spokesman said his local donated 325. Cther donaticns ran 
from 1 to 2.5, S10, 215; 520 and 7:25 but I don't think there was much 
over .;500 collected in cash. I noticed some Jewish people making out 
checks and a few signed cards pledging meney to the Civil Rights Coneress. 
Finally SEEGER came out again to sing and play his guitar. 
t 


Then TRACY DOLL came cut and said, I will now introduce 


to you a young woman (he gave her some title) Mrs. LILY SMITH, who will

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in turn intreduce the main speaker of the evening. Mrs SHITH, a 
negress, came out on the stare all dressed up in ribbons and flowers 
like a French poodle and in a squeakie voice mace a speech, No one 
knew what the speech was about. 


Finally, she said, now I present the great humanitarian and 
philanthropist, lr. J, FINLEY “VILSON, anc a good natured, fat negro 
rolled cut on the stage. He said, well, hore I am ana I am very sorry 
that my best friend Senator L/NGR? cannot be here tonight. He wired 
me that the Taft-Hartley Dill and other matters will be discussed on 
the Senate floor so he has gct to be there. Then ‘NILSCN told all about 
Senator LANGER!S virtues and how good a man he was. He said that he 
and the Senator had been cowboys together. 


Then WILSCN tolc about himself as a soldier in the Spanish 
war. He saic he could not set in the United States army in Tennessee 
because Tennessee would not take olack men in the jrmy so he had to go 
to another state tc enlist. He was cracking jokes and called himself 
an unbleached jmcrican citizen. Then he said, I love the white men 
‘because they are great men, Columbus, Marconi, Edison, Lincoln, Theodore 
roosevelt and even Henry Ford, they were all great men. MANCCNI gave ug 
raiio; EDISON gave us electricity and LINCCLN geve freedom to 4 millicn 
of my people. Ye was « great presicent and he meant what he seid. He 
was elected as a itevublican on the open promise that he would free the 
Dlack men from slavery anc he cid nct hesitate to keep his promise. 


WILSCN said, now another great white American has bcen 
elected president of our land, your land and my land and he made great 
promises too but ir. TRULAN is not intending to keep his promises. No, 
he went on vacation to Florida and let someone else take the blame. 
Now, “ILSCN shouted, I am nct a Communist, never was a Communist, and 
probebly never will be a Communist, I am loyal to my country but I an

WILSON said, just look whet is going on in New York. 
Bleven Communists are on trial and they are not charged with any crinc. 
Just because they believe what K/RL MANIK wrote 100 years ago and just because 
the Comaunists believe they can help my people and your people by teaching 
and because they bclieve that understanding what KARL MARX and ENGEL and 
others wrote may help all the pecple to regain their self respect so, 
for these reasons, the 11 Communists are on trial. 


WILSCN shouted, look what is going on at Trentcn where six 
innocent men are in the death cell and even the judge admitted he made a mis- 
take in sentencing those men but says he can't do anything about it now. 
Shame on the white men, shame on justice, shame on America because the 
white men are indifferent as long as it doesn't come close to their homes.

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WILSCN said,.all white men are not bad, , alliepublicans are not bad : 
and all Democrats are not bad but whatever excuses Mr. TRUMAN will "3 
have for not enforcing civil rights, they will not be good enough 
because he has got more power than LINCCLN had. LINCOLN had to wage 
war against the southern slaveholders and Mr. TRUMAN could abolish 
the negro segregation in the armed forces with just one stroke of the 
pen bécause he igs the Commander in Chicf cof all United States armed - 
Forces, te Army ana the Navy. So, were Mr. TRUMAN'S other promises, 
which he borrowed from someone else, sincere ? Did Mr. TRUMAN mean 
what he said or was he just another politician? “JTLSCN was talking anc 
shouting and yelling. He is a rabble rouser and yet he did not commit 
himself too far. The audience was getting tired of listening to him and 
many of them were leaving. 


I went ints the lobby and there wero MAURICE SUGAR, 

THIL RAYMOND, THIL SCHA8eZ, JACK GCUE, ANN. REISWENGER and three others 
talking. Then EQNEST GCCUMAN came over toc. They were all talking about 
the New York trial. JI was just listening. Then, TI saic, well, I 
really don't think things arc as bad as that. I think those comrades 
will be acquitted. J said to SUGAR, MAURICE, I have known you for a 
long tine end I have never known you to look on the worst side of things, 
how bad de-:you think this case will get? SUGAR said, well, I con't 
went to start hanging any crepe or trying to soften you people here but 
this case looks bad, Jt looks black as far as I can see, ij11 the 
defense attorneys are tied up in a mot by this movie star judge, MEVIN:, 
and unless we get some »reaeks he will get the best of us but MURICE 
SUGAR said, this is not to go cut of this group. Maybe you dontt read the 
New York papers but they are playing up this trial and they are trying to tie 
it up to Moscow. SUGAR said, just to give you an icea how the New York © { 
papers are writing it for the public, when the attorneys get in a row with | 
the judge, on some days the papers say there was another fight in the 
ccurt just when JCE STALIN is shuffling his staff and when a ccuple of days 
pass quietly in the court, the papers say JCE ST.LIN gave ordors’ for 
everything to be quict until he can think of something else. So, SUGAR 

said, cur job is to get to the people anc make them understand that if 
they want to save their unions they must write protcsts te TiWitAN and to 
the Senators and’ to TCM CLARK asking that those indictments be dropped and - 
we must ask the people to join the Civil ilights Congress as the CRC is the 
only body that can carry this into the open, to the people all over. The 
Communist Party members cannot do anything thomselves, only to steer the 
people all over. The Communist Party members cannot do anything them 
selves, only to steer the people into the CRC. Then a couple men came 
over to SUGAR and they left. 


Then the speaking was over and the pecple were coming 2ut. 
It was then 11:30 f.6, and in a few minutes the place was empty. Everyone 
just disappoared like magic.

Finally, RASKIN introduced JCHN BRUNN, a professor at the 
University of Michigan. He was talking on rules and regulaticns in all 
schools of higher learning. He said that while the students should obey 
those rules and regulations, they should be free to think and ta go to 
cther mectings and lectures on their cwn time. JOHN BRUNN said there 
should be more liberal thinking among the faculties and more understanJing 
between the teachers and the students.

Then one young fellow talked about court ethics and laws 
anc indictments. He said, it is a very doubtful question whether those 
12 Communists on trial in New York were legally indicted and he said, as 
far as we students of the law are able to follow this case, the judge is 
very unethical in conducting the trial. Then he just repeated what 
MAURICE SUGA said before about selecting the jury and questioning the 
: Jurye 


Then JAMES ZANICHNY tock the floor and he said that the 
students in United States schools and universities are denied their civil ; ‘ 
rights outside of their studies. He told all about himself. Then another 
young fellcw talkeca on civil rights for the young nesroes and another and 
ancther and none of them had any sensivle point of view on anything. 


Then ERNEST GCCUMAN and COLEMAN YOUNG talked abcut how the 
negroes were abused by the Detroit city pclice and how their rights were vio- 
lated. It just makes anyone tired to listen to the same thing over and 
over again and I really got sick tc my stomach and'I had to go outside for 
some fresh air. Cutside IT met JACK GRE, He said, what is the matter with 
you, you lock sick. I told him fT was sick, that I "mst have eaten some- 
thing that did not agree with me. So JACK GCRE said, I will take you to 
my home and you can lie down and rest up. We went to his home and [ lay 
cown and went to sleep. Jt was then 1:30 T.M@. I woke up at 3:30 7.M. and - 
felt better so JENNI GORE, JACK'S wife, fixed me some tea. Then I went 
back to the meetiny hall. 


JARS CICHC XCKI was talking alscut labor's rights to 
organize into any political parties they choose. He said that Labor 
missed out this time by not standing behind WALLACE anc the Progressive 
Party.

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Then the Reverend CHARLES HILL talked about politics. 
It was the same as the others. At one time, he said, the Democratic party _ 
is a Wall street party not the workingman's party. He said, when we had a ~ ¢ 
“funoral parade for young LECN MOSELEY you did not see any Republican 
Party or Democratic Party at the head of the parade but you saw CNL 
WINTER at the head of the funeral march, a march two miles long. Today, 
the same CARL WINTER is on trial in New York as the head of the Communist 
Party of Michigen. CHARLES HILL said, that means that the Communist farty 
is the only political party that is fighting fcr the Negroes, the working 
class and the wage earners and that's why they are trying tc *make the 
communist Farty illegal. HILL said, we have to go to the defense of all 
liberal people whenever the government and the courts try to take their rights 
from them.. : 


Then WILLIAM TATTERSON talked again. He said the committees 
are ready to bring in their resolutions and reports. JACK RASKIN said, 
well the resolutions are quite lengthy and if you want to hear them we 
will read them but it will take until morning. Then TOM DENNIS said, well 
we don't want to stay here all night. We selected the committees demo 
cratically and wo all trusted them and approved them, so I moved that 
they publish the resclutions without reading them to us with our approval. 
The motion was carried. 


Then JACK RASKIN reed the names of the steering committee, . 
about. 30 and 2U or 25 of them are party members. They were approved by 
voice vote. d4meme the Civil Rights Congress committee members are 
“THOMAS DENNIS, EQITH VaN HORN, JACK GORE, DYRCN and a few cthers. 
‘Finally, the conference was over at G:h5 ¥.M. The whole Civil Rights 
Congress is 9C6% Communist Party mempers. Cnly a few of them don't pay dues 
direct to the Communist Party but they all belong to some CF fronts. 


After the meeting I went with JACK GORE to his home. We 
haa tea and then PHIL SCHATZ and his wife came over and then 5 other 
young fellows came in, They were HAROLD SERRY, TETE SEEGER and a fellow 
named HAnRY aNSEDNER, I did not catch two names, they seemed to be law.

He 
went on to state that the United States threatened to drop a bomb on the 

Soviet Union and if they did Atom Bombs will also be dropped on America. He 
appealed to the youth present to circulate peace petitions. 


WILLIAM HOOD, who was running as a candidate for State Senate stated he 
had not received endorsement from the UAW-CIO, condemned American Agression in 


Korea, and urged the signing of the peace petition. 


DEAN ROBB. made a collection speech, 


YOUNG stated that inasmuch as VITO MARCANTANIO was unable to attend the 
picnic, ERMA HENDERSONS Progressive Party National Committee woman would speak. 


She explained the trouble that MARCANTONIO was having in his current election 
and introduced STANLEY NOWAK who was running in the’ 16th District.

Subject maintains his law office at 3220 Cadillac Tower where 
he is associated with MAURICB SUGAR, lawyer, who was an advisor and attorney for 
CARL WINTER, one of the 1] Communist Party functionaries tried in Hew York. 


The Communiet Party has been cited by the Attorney General as 
falling within the purview of Exceutive Oree® 9635. 


fhe Detroit edition of the "Pittsburgh Courier" (weekly news- 
paper reporting primarily on activities in the negro comaunity) carried an article 
on October 21, 1950, in which they set forth the qualifications of Subject as 
candidate for Circuit Court Judge. According to this article, Gubjcoct had been 
an attorney in Detroit over 10 years, born in Detroit 35 years ago, educated 
Central High School, fayne University and graduated from Wayne University Law 
School in 1940; married, two children, active in civic affairs of Wayne County, 
‘representative of many small businessmen's associations and labor unions; veteran 
of Wiorld War II. 


NATIORALISTIC TENDENCIES, SYMPATHIES AND ACTIVITIES 
. On January 6, 1948, T-2 advised that as of July 11, 1946, 


Subject accepted his nomination and election as a member of the Board of Directors 
of the Civil Rights Congress of Michigan. 


Confidential Informant T-3, of known reliability, advised that 


on April 21, 1945, Subject, upon the request of SAUL GROSSMAN (then administrative 
Secretary of the Michigan ORC) stated to this informant that he was making himself 
available that evening perchance any Cummunist Party members were arrested and 
needed legal counsel incidental to the attempted assasination of WALTER RUTHER, 
President of the UAHCIO which had occurred the evening of April 20, i948. 


Under date of.August 24, 1948, Subject advised 1-3 that he had 
received a request from SAUL GEOSSLAN to act as legal counsellor for 16 members of 
the Young Progressives of American who had been arrested for picketing Briggs 
stadium. According to T-3, Subject handled this case in which the picketing was 
carried on by the YPA because Negro ball players were not being hired to play at 
Briggs stadiun. 


The YPA is the Youth Section of the Progressive Party of 
Michigan which according to Confidential Informant T™11, of knowm reliability, 
is dominated and controlled by the Communist Party. 


On December 16, 1948, lire. JOHN MASTRONDREA advised T-3 
that she had authorized JACK RASKIN (then Executive Secretary end now Honorary 
Chairman of the SRC) to engage Subject as lezal advisor for ner husband, JOHN 
HASTAONDREA (CP member) who was being held for violation of the Immigration 
Act because of illegal entry into the United States,

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On this same date of December 16, 1948, T-3 advised that 
Subject interviewed JOHN MASTRONDREA, at which time MASTRONUREA informed Subject 
that he belonged to the Communist Party in 1938-39. 


Under date of Harch 21,°1949, Subject informed T-3 that he 
was handling the case of FREDERICK WAGENER (CP member) who was being held on a 
deportation charge. 


On March 22, 1949, T-3 advised Subject was successful in 
getting NAGENER out of jail.

15, 1949, and published by the CRC of Michigan, 424 Reid Building, Detroit, on 
page 3 of the bulletin, listed Subject as one of their conference speakers. 


On July 15, 1949, the Detroit News (daily newspaper published 
for general circulation) carried an article in which it was stated that Subject 
was the attorney for FRED WAGNER (CP member) of Detroit, in an Immigration 
hearing by. the government to deport WAGNER, who was accused of Communist Party 
membership. The article further stated that the hearing was postponed and that 
Subject advised that when the hearing was resumed he would attempt to introduce 
a deposition from CARL WINTER, one of the 11 CP Jeadera then on trial in New York, 
as proof that the Communist Party does not seek the overthrow of the Government 
by force and violence.

"a much needed vindication of the Bill of Rights." This article was in regard to 
the trial of the 11 Communist leaders in New York and which article further stated 
. that "The same type of vindication must now be extended to our associate GZORGE 
CROCKETT (defense lawyer cited for contempt of court at the trial) and his 
colleagues ....." 


On February 5, 1950, Confidential Informants T-6 and T-8, 
both of knowm reliability, advised that Subject assisted in the serving of a 
dinner promoted by MAURICE SUGAR in cooperation with the CRC and for the benefit 
of the CRC, held at the Jericho Temple on February 4, 1950. According to these 
informants, persons seated at Subject's table, turned in the best showing in the 
collection of funds; the overall total gathered at this meeting being $3300. 


Qn April 10, 1950, the "Daily florker" (an East Coast Communist 
Publication) carried an article in which legal associates of GEORGE CROCKETT, 
including Subject, had issued and signed a statement to the effect that they 
were profoundly shocked by a decision of the United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals in upholding counts of contempt against the five attorneys for the 11 
Communist Party leaders in New York. 


: Under date of July 7, 1950, Confidential Informant T-8, of 
known reliability, advised that on this date Subject stated to this informant 
that he had informed JACK RASKIN he was a candidate for Circuit Judge, had tyo 
weeks in which to obtain twenty thousand signatures and had requested RASKIN 
handle some petitions for him.

Mr. ARTHUR H. LAMPI, an industrial malyst with the Detroit office 
of the United States Department of Commerce, called at this office on December 
10, 1951, and related to the writer, the following information concerning the 
Subject: 


On December 9, 1951, Mr. IAMPI explained, he received information 
from Miss CHARLOTTE FINE, General Manager of the Michigan Scrap Iron and Metal 
Company, 1551 Caniff, LEO SPECTOR and JACOB FOON, owners of the concern, to the 
effect that GERALD BOW, reportedly a representative of the "National Labor Civil 
Rights" td used pressure during the last three days in an effort to gain employ- 
ment for one Miss E. RAYE, whom the company officials thought not qualified for 
the position in question. The incapability of RAYE was based on an interview by 
the officials with Miss RAYE before the Subject came into the mtter. After Miss 
RAYE was informed that she did not have the job, she called in BOYD, who in turn 
called in the Union Shop Steward, ARTHUR BURY and between the two of them, they 
decided that RAYE should have the job and declared to the owners that if RAYE 
wasn't employed, "the scrapyard would be closed." 


Miss FINE called the NAACP and was advised by that organization that 
BOYD was a Communist to their knowledge. 


_ On December 10, 1951, a meeting was to be held between BOYD, RAYE, 
company officials and the company lawyer, HARRY ANBENDER, to discuss whether Miss 
RAYE was to get the job. In the meantime, another person was hired for the 
position. The compeny officials requested LAMPI "to see if he could get some 
Government Agency to sit in on the conference." 


Mr. LAMPI was advised that this Bureau has no jurisdiction over labor 
grievances or authority to investigate such cases. It was explained that the 
information was appreciated and that the matter would be appropriately handled. 


It is suggested that a copy of this memorandum be routed to the Agent 


handling the referenced case and a copy also be routed to the file of HARRY ANBENDER 


(100-17277). It is further suggested that a copy be placed in the 100-0 file with 
reference to E. RAYE

However, in the light of the increased international 
tensions, a re-examination of ALL cases at this time in the CI 
is considered essential and the Bureau listed several reasons 
such as: the past disorganized status of the CP and the fact 
that it is now reconstituting and rebuilding; there are many 
subjects no longer CP members in the bookkeeping sense who retain 
their militant international Marxist views and may still be 
potentially dangerous; the fact that there are now offshoot groups 
to the right and left of the CP and that the SWP is attempting to 
recruit disillusioned former CP members; a greater number of 
informants and potential infcrmants ready to be assimilated into 
a larger CP and its factions is essential. The CI cases present 
an excellent informant potential; since the Security Index was 
reviewed in 1955, numerous subjects taken off at that time have 
since been replaced on the basis of newly developed evidence; 
also due to the international crisis, the Soviet Intelligence 
Service will be restricted in its functions on an overt basis 
and therefore greater reliatce must then be placed on the covert 
use of U.S. nationals with & Marxist background and sympa oy.
